Refresher Course 


“Ideal as a refresher for those 
who need their high school 
math, but have become rusty," 
said Dr. Charles R. Hughes

Only lately, it has been prov- 
len that the practice of mulching 
plants discourages, if does not 
tentirely eradicat nematodes. 
|These pests do not like dark 
|damp sites to live, and are 
l greatly discouraged when these 
| cenditions exist. 
| There is value 


xain- 


in organic 


[mulches that can be incorpor-| 


[ated with the soil at the end of 
[the growing season to decay and 
ftom humus. These include 
granulated peatmoss, partly de- 
cayed leaves, lawn clippings, 
cottonseed hulls, and buck- 
wheat hulls Pine needles, or 
even excelsior, can be used for 
mulching purposes, but these 
should be removed at the end 
of the growing season and not 
incorporated with the soil. 

It has been brought to the 
writer's attention that walnut 
hulls should never be used as 
a mulch, as they have been 
proven toxic to plantlife. Nor 
is it practical to use very much 
peat-moss, as this tends to make 
the soil have too much acidity 
for the majority of plants grown 
in this area. 

Bagasse from the sugar mills 
have proven quite satisfactory 
for mulching gardens in this 
area. Also ramie refuse from

plying mulches, and water thor- 
oughly after application. 

During the vegetable harvest- 
ing season, when yard help is 
scarce, it will prove economical, 
both in time and labor, to ap- 
ply a mulch around your plants 
in the garden. 

When using grass cuttings as 
mulch for garden beds, be sure 
they are thinly spread until dry 
otherwise, the green clippings 
| will generate heat and have an 
}unpleasant odor. They should be 
spread in a layer of 1 to 2 
inches thick. 

Always keep in mind the 
‘roots of plants need air, and 
keep from “packing” the mulch 
so closely that this element will 
be eliminated. 
| Mulching strawberry beds
